In the past, sophomore year meant more 
freedom. Many students received a driver's 
license and had the ability to drive them- 
selves around now. Due to new state laws 
the class of 2000 will have to go through 
more steps than new drivers of the past. 

Starting April 1, 1997, the Graduated 
Licensing Bill went into effect. Students 
must have 24 hours of classroom instruc- 
tion with 6 hours of behind the wheel 
training. First, they receive a level 1 drivers 
license then parents will be expected to 
provide 50 additional hours on the road, 
10 of which should be at night. Second, 
they receive a level 2 drivers license. They 
have to pass a road test in order to receive 
this. With a level 2 license, you may drive 
by yourself, except from midnight to 5 a.m. 
Once you reach the age of 17, you may get 
the level 3 license which gives you full 
driving privileges. Robin Hornbaker said, 
“This new law is not fair, I don’t want to 
drive with my mom forever.” 

Some sophomores lucked out if they 
completed drivers training before the law 
went into effect. Shane Trempler said, “ I 
am really glad I got my license before the 
law went into effect, it makes things a lot 
easier.” 

A few people feel that this new law is a 
good idea. Mr. Ron Shock said, “ I feel that 
the new law will help make safer drivers. 
They will have to log 50 hours with their 
parents, which will help give them more 
experience.” Students can not miss more 
than two classes or they will have to take 
the class over. Students are expected to 
read the chapters in their books and take a 
test the following day. Hopefully there will 
be safer drivers on the roads and less ac- 
cidents.

Technology, Achievements, and Goals 


Every year the administration 
faces the challenge to improve the 
school district, making it better 
academically as well as 
environmentally. Administrative 
goals help to set a focus. If the 
focus as well as the goals are 
accomplished it may prove to be 
extremely beneficial to the 
schools. 

Of the goals, improving HSPT 
and MEAP scores seems to be 
foremost in the minds of adminis- 
tration officials. Superintendent 
Dennis Guiser said, “It is impor- 
tant that we try to get the students 
high school proficent, and to do 
so we needed the available tech- 
nology. So available computers 
became a priority of ours to ac- 
complish our original goal.” 

This leads to the administra- 
tions goal to improve the availabil- 
ity technology to the students. 
“Our goal is to have computers in 
every classroom,” said Principal 
Thomas Baldwin. “Having more 
technology available to the stu- 
dents gives them more opportuni- 
ty,” said Vice Principal Richard 
Huntington. “It is an exciting time 
to be a student or working with 


students with the kind of technol- 
ogy available today,” said Dr. 
Guiser.

Also this year advanced place- 
ment classes for U.S. History and 
Calculus were added to give stu- 
dents a chance to gain college 
credits early on, while earning 
credits toward graduation. Next 
year there will be an addition to 
the curriculum of three more A.P. 
classes. These will consist of biolo- 


gy, English, and government. 

Offered as well as advanced 
placement classes are college clas- 
ses for juniors and seniors. “The 
outlook for students taking college 
courses have been real good. We 
haven’t had any problems so far, 
nor do we see any in the future,” 
said Mr. Thomas Baldwin. Impro- 
vements in this program will allow 
more students to take college 
courses. “Taking the college cour- 
ses while taking high school cour- 
ses at the same time is a big load, 
but in the long run I believe it to 
be extremely beneficial,” said Mr. 
Richard Huntington. 

Block scheduling has also been 
disccussed for the future. This is 
where the day is divided into ninty 
minute classes. Mr. Richard Hun- 
tington said “Block scheduling 
has the potential to increase learn- 
ing for the students and decrease 
the stress for the teachers.” De- 
spite all the talk about block 
scheduling, it has not yet been 
determined what is to be done. 
This new policy has been discused 
and may be put into effect in the 
years to come.

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HSPT Challenges, Headaches and 
Curriculum Changes 


The H.S.P.T....four letters 
that the students statewide are 
starting to dread hearing. The 
state test is controversial and 
legislators continue to debate the 
merits of the test. Despite the 
problems and concerns, students 
are still faced with the reality of 
taking this test. Jeff Arpan said, 
“Writing skills are useless on the 
HSPT if you don’t understand 
what you are supposed to write 
about.” 

The H.S.P.T. has four 
sections to it; math, science, 
reading and writing. The 
teachers try to help prepare their 
students by working in H.S.P.T. 
material into their lesson plans, 
classroom practices and 
mandatory writing days. “When 
I had Mrs. Bade last year for 
English Literature the practices 
helped me a lot because the 
teacher took the test seriously”, 
said Courtney Pioszak. 

The math and science sections 
seem to stress the students the 
most. “Mrs. Robertson had us 
do a lot of practice worksheets in 
Advanced Algebra,” said Jon 
Pitrucelle. “1 think they helped a 
lot.” 

The majority of students feel 
that the test is a waste of time 


and not really looked at after 
high school. “Just because you 
do bad on the test you don’t get 
the endorsements, no matter 
how good your grades are,” said 
January Flood.

Wales University and she said 
they don’t even look at the 
H.S.P.T. scores. They mean 
nothing.” 

Another problem with the test 


is that if you don’t pass the test 
the first time you have to keep 
taking it over and over again. 
Alicia Wenz said, “It really mad 
me angry that I didn’t pass all of 
the test the first time, it took so 
long and seemed to be just a big 
waste of time. 1 also think that if 
teachers spent more time 
preparing us that I would have 
done a lot better.” 

This year the H.S.P.T will be 
shorter for the students and the 
test can have some benefits for 
the students too. Mrs. Paula 
Johnson said, “The H.S.P.T. is a 
good practice test for college 
entrance exams, the ACT, and 
the SAT. It also gives students 
opportunity for dual enrollment, 
where students can take college 
courses early. This program 
gives students credit for both 
high school and college courses. 
This way when graduation time 
comes along the students who 
had the opportunity for dual 
enrollment already have a jump 
ahead on their college career and 
can graduate with endorsements 
on their diploma.” There is also 
the sense of achievement the 
students get when they pass all 
four parts of the exam.
